Specification and Drawings 

1 . The lengthy specification has not been checl<ed to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

2. Drawing correction is required as follows: 

• Applicant should label Figs. 1 , 2, 5 as "prior art" if these drawings are in 
fact "prior art".
